was that an injunction proceeding was 
not tho proper remedy. 
He said that 
Prosecutor Brookes substantially ad­ 
mitted his belief that th e act was un­ 
constitutional. 
Regarding the method of procedure, 
the judge held that an injunction and 


not inn w arranto proceedings was the 
proper method of dealing 
with 
the 
case, on the ground that duo warranto 
relates to an officer's right to his office 
and not to his aet as an officer. 
Judge Hole held that the1 question 
for consideration was as to whether 
or not the law was constitutional, in 
which was involved the vital question 
as to w hether all laws of a genera] 
nature shall h a v e uniform operation 
throughout the1 state. 
He held that 
this applied to onh 
East Liverpool 
and then sa id he could conceive of no 
law m o p 1 general than that relating 
to elective franchises, and cited a num ­ 
ber of cases in which the 
supreme1 
court has held that election laws are 
general and must have uniform opera­ 
tion throughout the state to be con­ 
stitutional.

THE PANIC OF 1893. 


Tom Johnson Helped to Aug­ 
ment Its Terrors. 


T he Threat of Fro* Trails Involved 
lu Cleveland's Flection 
Hastened 
th e Trouble and the Wilson 
Hill 
Made It Worse. 


T he Leader the o ther day asked if 
Tom Jo h n so n was serving the people 
of Cleveland when, as a 
m em ber of 
congress, in 1894 he voted for the e n ­ 
actm en t of the Wilson tariff law, and 
it suggested th at the thousands of peo­ 
ple w ho then walked the streets iii 
search of work, aud also those who 
h ad to subsist upon charity, m ight a n ­ 
swer. 
As was to have been expected, th a t 
p arag rap h has called for D emocratic 
protest. 
T he Columbus Press, tor In­ 
stance. says th at the blight of 1893 
was not due to the W ilson tai iff, be­ 
cause It la m e two years before that 
tariff was in full force, and began un ­ 
der the H arrison adm inistration. 
This 
is a favorite 
excuse 
of 
D emocrats 
w hen the W ilson tariff law is under 
discussion. 
To be sure, the panic began in 1893, 
hut the people know why it came then. 
No sooner bad the election of Presi­ 
den t Cleveland and a D emocratic con­ 
gress been announced In the fall of 
1892.th a n m an ufacturers began to cu r­ 
tail th eir operations They were afraid 
of w hat was coming 
The Democratic 
party was pledged in its platform to 
revise the tariff along free trade lines. 
T he president and every Democratic 
m em ber of congress had prom ised on 
th e stum p and in every party new spa­ 
per to keep that pledge 
onfldence 
was destroyed by the result of 
the 
election of 1892. 
It was not lung aft^r 
the inau gu ration of President Cleve­ 
land th a t the affects of the loss of con­ 
fidence were felt in earnest.

middle of the sum m er of 1892, labor

THE PANIC OF 1893. 


Tom Johnson Helped to Aug­ 
ment Its Terrors. 


The T hreat of Free T rade Involved 
lu C leveland's K ledlou 
lfn*taiie<1 
t h e T r o u b le a u d th e 
lUon 
Kill 
Made It Worse. 


The Leader tho other day asked if 
Tom Johnson w a s serving the people 
of Cleveland when, as a 
member of 
congress, in 1894 he voted for the en- 
actment of the Wilson tariff law, and 
tt suggested that the thousands of peo­ 
ple who then walked the streets iu 
search of work, and also those who 
had to subsist upon charity, might a n ­ 
swer. 
As was to have been expected, that 
paragraph has tailed for Democratic 
protest. 
The Columbus Press, for lu- 
atance, says that the blight of 1893 
was not due to the Wilson tariff, be­ 
cause It came two years before that 
tariff was iu full force, and begun un­ 
der the Harrison administration. This 
Is a favorite 
excuse 
of 
Democrats 
when the Wilsou tariff law is under 
discussion. 
To be sure, the panic began In 1893. i 
but the people know why it came then. 
No sooner had the election of Presi­ 
dent Cleveland and a Democratic con­ 
gress been announced In the fall of 
1892.than manufacturers began to cur­ 
tail their operations They were afraid 
of what was coming 
The Democratic 
party was pledged in its platform to 
revise the tariff along free trade lines. 
The president and every Democratic s 
member of congress had promised on 
the stum p and lu every party newspa- j 
per to keep that pledge, 
onfldence 
was destroyed by the result of 
the 
election of 1892. 
It was not loug after 
the Inauguration of President Cleve­ 
land that the effects of the loss of con­ 
fidence were felt iu earnest.

T h e Awe o f ( h e W a t e r C l o c k . 
As fur back as UtUlfi B. C. a China- 
man named H w ang Tl discovered the 
principle of the water clock, or "clep- 
s.r Urn." 
It was a very crude Instrument, chief­ 
ly for astronomical purposes, and was 
committed to the tutu of an otliccr 
known as tHo “clepsydra adjuster,” It 
consisted of two eopjHT vessels, one 
alstve and one below, the former buy­

gradual rise of which Indicuttnl periods 
of time. 
Portable contrivances of this 
description were sometimes carried on 
horseback. 
Instruments constructed on the same 
principle were lu use among the Cbul- 
dcans and Fgyptluus at an early pe­ 
riod. 
The Invention lu western Asia 
was Independent of that lu the east, 
both b ein g the result of similar wants. 
Clepsydras were subsequently fornutl 
of a series of vessels com mu id out lug ; 
by tubes passing through figures of 
dragons and other Im a g es, the whole , 
being rendered yet more ornamental 
by floats held between the hands of 
genii. 


T h e W o o d c o c k . 
The final of the woodcock consists of 
worms, leeches and grubs, which the 
bird seeks by probing with its bill the 
earth of such sw am ps as contain them. * 
There are miles and miles of wet 
swam p lauds among our hills where 
the soli, composed of peat aud de­ 
cayed leaf mold, is too cold and sour 
to hold worms.

Like all mysteries, when un­ 
raveled it Is wondered that it was not 
thought of before. 
My story Is en­ 
tirely a part of the secret sources of 
Information which fill correspondents 
Lave more or less at their disposal 
and which often comes from the out­ 
side and not from the inside of the 
departments. 
“S line time ago the precise time Is 
not essentlul to the story a very im­ 
portant public m atter was up for de­ 
termination by the president. 
All of 
the larger metropolitan dailies were 
particularly Interested, as It did not 
have to do especially with W ashing­ 
ton, and the entire correspondents’ 
i world at tin* capital was on the qul 
vivo to ‘get it,’ including myself. 
All 
channels which were usually tapped 
by the Initiated were found to be as 
barren as a desert stream In midsum­ 
mer 
Telegrams from the home offices 
poured Into our various bureaus here 
j couched In Imperative language that 
the news ‘must’ be obtained, evidently 
In the belief that all correspondents 
.have to do is to go out, ask officials 
for the deslnsl Information and re­ 
ceive it. coupled with a good cigar and 
a (nittle of wine. 
As a m atter of fact, 
when officials wish to keep secret a 
piece of information, all possible loop­ 
holes of escape are securely padlocked, 
and It is the exception that it get* out. 
“I had about given up hope of secur­ 
ing a ‘beat’ In this particular Instance, 
though I was. of course, as vigilant as 
ever.

Manifest In Late Dealings In Stocks, 


Yesterday— Some Features 
of Market. 


New 
York, 
Oct. 
8.—There were 
ninny uh aden of sentiment reflected ia 
the stock market yesterday, hut the/ 
all gave way to acute depression In 
the late dealings, and the day showed 
substantial losses throughout the list. 
Very large pool liquidation was ac- 
eomplishcd during 
the 
day, 
under 
cover of the earlier strength and in 
the heavy selling on the break. 
The 
character of the manipulation and the 
sp*elal stocks which wert* most af­ 
fected by that and by the liquidation 
pointed to the individuality of the 
best known operator in the street, who 
lins espoused the long side since a 
recent return from Europe and who 
has been supposed to bo intrusted 
with the market interests of some of 
the largest financial powers, includ­ 
ing the United States Steel stocks.. 
Southern Pacific was very conspicu­ 
ous in the 
dealings. 
Pennsylvania 
was also heavily sold, presumably by 
the same large operator. 
The early 
advance In prices offered excellent op­ 
portunity for this liquidation. 
The 
upward rush of prices at the opening 
was supposed to point to tho comple­ 
tion of the liquidation which the local 
money situation makes necessary, and 
there was considerable demand from 
shorts a ii ii from bargain hunters who 
have been watching for bottom prices. 
Much was made of the orders by tho 
governor of Pennsylvania to place the 
entire militia of tin* state in the field. 
A strong influence was exerted by the 
announcement from Washington that 
the secretary of the treasury would 
buy government bonds if any were 
offered at satisfactory prices. 
This 
was not considered a very promising 
prospect on further consideration. 
When tile market opened lenders of 
funds wen* demanding 12 per cent 
for (‘all loans, and the market prompt 
ly took a downward course. 
It was 
not until after midday, however, that 
the selling pressure 
gained 
great 
force. 
Tin* drop from the top to the 
bottom level covered a wide range, 
hut the day’s net declines are much 
diminished by reason of the early ad­ 
vances and the final rally, which made 
the closing steady.

As a m atter of fact, this much of 
Sixth street northwest, between Penn 
syl' aula aud Louisiana avenues, is a 
historic locality in

It was on the corner of this 
street and Louisiana avenue that Gen­ 
eral Robert IO. Lee bade farewell to his

commander.

Winfield 
Scott, when the former withdrew from 
tile Union arm y to Join tlint of Hie 
Confederacy. 
During the tlrst two 
years of the war General McClellan 
uud others came here regularly to pur­ 
chase and Inspect horses, It being at 
that time a sort of horse market.—Bal­ 
timore Amecleun. 


THE PANIC OF 1893. 


Tom Johnson Helped to Aug­ 
ment Its Terrors. 


Tho Threat of Fret Trade Involved 
In C leveland's H eotlou 
Hastened 
the Trouble and the Wilson 
Hill 
Made It Worse. 


T h e A n e o f th o W a t e r C loek . 
As fur back as 2636 B. C. a China­ 
man named H wang Ti discovered the 
principle of the water clock, or “clep­ 
sydra.” 
It was a very crude Instrument, chief­ 
ly for astronomical purposes, and was 
committed to the euro of an officer 
known as the “clepsydra adjuster.” It 
consisted of two copper vessels, one 
above and one below, tho former hav­ 
ing a hole in the bottom, through 
which the w ater percolated Into the 
lutter, where there was a float, the 
gradual list* of which Indicated periods 
of time. 
Portable contrivances of this 
description were sometimes carried on 
horseback. 
Instrum ents constructed on the same 
principle were In use among the Chal­ 
deans and Egyptians a t an early pe­ 
riod. 
The invention In western Asia 
was independent of that In tile oust, 
both being the result of similar wants. 
Clepsydras were subsequently formed 
of a series of vessels communicating 
by tubes passing through figures of 
dragons and other Images, the whole 
being rendered yet more ornamental 
by thuds beld between the hands of 
genii.
